ies in the future. 


In 1956. for example, to extend 
public library serv ice to rura 
areas, the United States Congress 
passed the first fiv e-year Library* 
Serv ices 
act 
which 
prov ided 
$7,500,000 for extension of library 
serv ices to the millions of Amer­ 
icans then without serv ice, bunds 
were to be matched by the states. 


This act was renewed by action 
of 
the Congress in 1961 for fiv e 
y ears, 
and then, 
in 
1964, 
the 
Library’ Serv ices and Construction 
act ex tended the serv ices portion 
to tho se metropolitan as well as 
rural areas on a matching basis, 
$.15,000,000 
for construction

$20,000,000 serv ices, $55,000,000 in 


all.

Historically, libraries date back 
to the day when civ ilized man 
first began to mak e and k eep 
written records. The earliest form 
Is what we would call today an 
archiv e. Some of the wealthier 
Egyptians maintained priv ate li­ 
braries. 
But those book s were 
generally buried with the owners 
in their tombs The ‘ book s’’ were 
o f tightly-rolled papyrus and k ept 
in labeled pottery jars in orderly 
rows upon shelv es.

andria and Pergamum in Eg>pt. 
They riv aled each o ther. Plu­

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 
‘‘Stand, gentlemen. He serv ed on 
Samar,” is a Marine Corps tribu te 
reserv ed for a special few, and 
for John F. Marsden the recog­ 
nition was a long time in coming. 
Marsden is the last k nown su r­ 
v iv or of the 32» Marines who 
serv ed in the Samar insu rrection 
in the Philippines du ring 1901-02. 
That bloody campaign and its 
accompany ing hardships inspired 
Marines throu ghou t the world to 
honor Samar v eterans by standing 
whenev er one entered. 
Bu t Marsden, 8 6, had nev er 
heard the tribu te spok en for him 
u ntil this week when a grou p of 
San Diego Marines went throu gh 
the ceremony at a dinner giv en in 
his honor. 
Marsden. who left the Marines 
as a sergeant in 1903, later joined 
the Nav y and rose to warrant 
officer before retiring in 1938 He 
was recalled and serv ed in World 
War II.
